The death of this Dlastrious and venerabie 
statesman, in the Sith year of bis age, was 
smmounced in our issne of yesterday.

When Hull 
surrendered Detrolt to the British, Col. Cass 
broke hie sword and threw away the pieces 
rather than deliver it to the enemy. When 
Buc banan pro doctrine that there 
Was DO power to coerce a seceding State, Gen. 
Cass resigned hw portfolie and went to his 
hutme, couscous that he 
puble offf—e, which had always dear to 
bim. For these acta, Lhe tedeeming features 
of a cercer somew hat distinguished tor 
viepcy to the slave interest, his memory will 
be cherished by his countrymen.
